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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant requests that the finality of the previous 
office action be reconsidered. The new ground of rejection in the final office action was necessitated by amendments to claim 15, even i 
the changes to claim 15 were changes to the preamble only. The preamble was changed to state "hollow region" a more specific 
reference to the hollow region within the side wall of a container, replacing "internal cavity", a broader reference to any cavity such as a 
base cavity, lid cavity or the open top storage cavity of the container body. Recent court decisions emphasis the patentable weight to be 
given to limitations stated in the preamble. 
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
